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School Administrators 


Now In New Quarters 


The school administration 
offices finally completed their 
move this week from the Doherty 
School to Stowe. 

For days the superintendent’s 
staff has been divided between the 
two buildings, waiting out a delay 
in the telephone line work by 
the telephone company. A school 
administration which places high 
priority on communication doesn’t 
cut itself off from its schools and 
its public for even a few days. 

Principal Edward Regan of 
Doherty School said that he would 
start moving equipment in as fast 
as the superintendent gets his out, 
and one of the offices will be 
functioning as a guidance office 
almost immediately. However 
there are hurdles to get over 
before any can be used for pupil 
instruction, according to state’s 
school inspection regulations. A 
smoke barrier (a door) must be 
installed in the corridor, and 
classes cannot use the superin- 
tendent’s office until a piece of 
equipment called a univent is in- 


Disposal Site 
Is Proposed 


A new site has been 
recommended for the operation of 
the sanitary landfill operation for 
solid waste disposal. 

A study committee has recom- 
mended a 45 acre site in I.owell 
Junction off River street, which it 
feels will serve the town until 
1984, by which time possibly a 
regional plan will be in operation. 

The study committee report was 
presented to the selectmen Mon- 
day night and was taken under 
advisement for further study by 
the board. 

The Lowell Junction site was 
one of three recommended, but 
the one which the committee felt 
had the most advantage. 

Other sites were the abandoned 
Essex Sand and Gravel pit off 
Woburn _ street. Strong. dis- 
advantages here were the 
proximity to the watershed and 
recreation park areas. 

The other site was the so-called 
Tea lots along the former Boston

Memoirs From Argentina 


(A TOWNSMAN News Feature) 


Elizabeth Black has been in 
Argentina these past few weeks 
as part of the International Op- 
portunities program of the Girl 
Scouts. 

The local member of Troop 39, 
a senior at Andover High school, 
will be returning later this week 
from her adventure in the South 
American country. 

In the following communication 
to the TOWNSMAN, she tells of 
her experiences; 

Hola! I’m actually here! And, 
Argentina and I like each other. 
Right now we are at camp in 
Villa Rumipal near Cordoba, over- 
looking a lake and small mountain 
range. The scenery is beyond 
words. We’ve set up tents in a 
huge semi-circle on a flat grassy 
plain. Closing the circle is a row 
of flagpoles sporting the nine flags 
of the countries represented here 
and the Girl Guide Flag. There 
are girls here from Argentina, 
Bolivia, Brazil, Chile, Colombia,

Paraguay, Peru, Uruguay and the 
U.S.A, 

Before coming out to the actual 
International Encampment, the 
seven of the U.S.A. team spent afew 
days in New York City for orienta- 
tion, with the exciting side-effects 
of visiting the U.N. and going to 
Times Square for New Year’s 
Eve! 

Our flight to Argentina was from 
10 p.m. New Year’s Day to 3:30 
the next afternoon, with stopovers 
in Miami, Lima, Peru and Santiago, 
Chile and a fiesta as we crossed 
the equator! We spent about two 
days in Buenos Aires with hostess 
families and attended a Par-EB-@ 
at the home of Sra. Nair de Pieres, 
the President of Girl Guides in 
Argentina. During dinner withour 
families, we were bombarded with 
questions about Vietnam, the moon 
shots, and the Kennedy family -- 
then off to one of the top B. A, 
nightclubs for a taste of the Span- 
ish night life. We spent one night 
in the city of Cordoba where we met 
the Paraguay delegation and moved 
out here to camp by bus. Next 
we go to Mendoza, a province near 
the Andes for a five day home-stay 
and home to the States again. 

The weather here is un- 
believable. It is alternately hot

and pouring rain; we are cur- 
rently enjoying (?) the Sahara 
desert type climate. 

The camp is set up as an in- 
dependent unit. We have a live-in 
priest (this is a very Catholic 
country - we have Mass every 
day - it’s beautiful), our own doctor 
and nurse, a ‘‘bank” (this money 
is confusing - my fourth grade 
division is saving me) and a 
“post office.’’ Within our  in- 
dividual clans (a group of about 
25 girls) we’ve constructed mostly 
the same type of camp we have 
at home. The lashed tables and 
bathrooms are similar but huge 
raised mud tables and fences 
around each unit were interesting 
changes in camplife for us. 

The food is really good. The 
Argentines eat a lot of meat and 
bread; I will be lucky if I can 
fit into my uniform to leave! They 
also have this delicious caramel- 
type syrup called ‘‘dulce de leche’”’ 
that we love. I am making a 
deal with a girl to trade a jar 
of peanut butter for dulce de leche

New Rates 


In Effect 
In August 


Andover’s new water rates will 
go into effect in August, according 
to a vote of the selectmen Monday 
night. 

The new rate schedule will find 
most homeowners having a water 
bill increase of 75 to 100 percent 
and industrial or heavy water users 
increasing about 69 percent. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin explained that the new rate 
schedule, if adopted in August, 
would cost the department in the 
vicinity of $100,000. If adopted 
immediately that revenue would be 
forthcoming. 

He noted that utility firms, such 
as the electric and gas companies, 
when receiving approval for rate 
changes, place the new schedule 
into effect immediately. 

He was not averse to the August 
initiation of the new rate schedule. 

The selectmen felt that 
the August date would be more 
equitable to the townspeople. 

Since meters are read only once 
every six months, placing the new

mean the proposals will not pass, 
since ‘it is up to the voters. But, 
the finance committee has an ex- 
cellent record of having the voters 
follow their advice. 

Chairman Robert A. Watters of 
the selectmen has been a strong 
advocate of work on the town 
hall. He long worked toward 
providing a complete new facility. 

This year he proposed the 
$200,000 addition, noting that the 
funds provided five years ago for 
a new town hall were insufficient. 

The $200,000 would come from 
a 1965 bond issue of $550,000 
which was for a new town hall at 
that time. The remainder of the 
account would be applied to the 
proposed water treatment plant. 

To be included in the addition 
is a meeting room, administrative 
offices for the town manager and 
selectmen and possibly a machine 
room.

Meanwhile, the town will be 
asked to expend considerable funds 
this year to bring the. present 
site up to state standards which 
include drainage improvements to 
abate polluting of a nearby stream 
and the town watershed areas.

‘One of the most influential names 
to stand out in the development of 
Jazz is ‘Jelly Roll Morton’’ 
(born Ferdinand La Menthe). 
_, His background of opera, rag- 
time, blues, brass band and 
folksong made him, historically 
and artistically, one of the most 
knowledgable Jazz men. 

Few Jazz _ pianists were as 
melodic as Jelly Roll. His use 
of harmony, rhythm, and phrases 
made his musical interpretations 
unique. 

Jelly Roll Morton was one of 
the very few musicians who 
through his many recordings 
illustrated the great variety in 
the development of Jazz. He 
enjoyed his greatest successes 
in the late 1920s. 

He became a very controversial 
person because of the claims he 
made about inventing, creating or 
discovering Jazz in 1901. 

Two of his best known composi- 
tions are King Porter Stomp and 
Kansas City Stomp. 

He was noted as a taskmaster 
and his rigid standards during pre- 
recording rehearsals is perhaps 
the reason why his records are 
some of the finest recordings ever 
made of traditional Jazz.

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Developing Social Studies 


s i M 

Social. studies at West 
Elementary School are in a healthy 
state of ferment and development, 
with faculty involvement at 
various age levels. The ferment 
consists of experimentation, 
updating, consolidation, moving 
toward multi-media resources, in- 
Misty of relying on a single text- 


A combined science and social 
studies curriculum now being 
‘taught across the board in second 
grade is the result of five years’ 
development by West primary 
teacher Mrs. Margaret Haag. She 
also leads a teachers’ inservice 
program to familiarize other pri- 
Mary teachers with the program, 
and offer opportunities to work out 
teaching techniques and share 
ideas. 

Fourth and fifth graders and 
one sixth grade, meanwhile, are 
supplementing their regular social 
Studies curriculum with use of an 
SRA program whose basic goals 
are to help children see how people 
relate to one another, and, in so 
doing, see how they themselves 
relate to other people. 

West’s sixth grade is 
disproportionately large, and will 
remain so until the Doherty addi- 
tion provides space to reabsorh 
all that district’s sixth graders. 
Some of the present West sixth 
graders are also converts from 
Sanborn and Shawsheen, by 
redistricting. 

As a result, West Elementary 
School, with its new addition, has 
264 sixthgrade pupils -- 10 classes 
full of them. This may present’ 
problems, but also opportunities, 
according to West School Principal 
Isabel Dobbie. For example, the 
school tries to schedule a speaker 
on current events once aweek, who 
can address all the sixth grades 
at one sitting, thanks to the new 
auditorium. This week, Mrs. David 
Coffman, 3 Central Lane, will 
talk to the sixth grades about 
Ethiopia, where she was in the 
Peace Corps. This will tie in 
with the study of Africa that three 
sixth grades are carrying on now. 

Mrs. Margaret Childs said two 
of the ten sixth grade groups are 
studying the Educational Develop- 
ment Corporations social studies’ 
curriculum ‘‘Man, A Course of 
Study,’”’ in a pilot operation with 
materials available in the system, 
since South School is not using 
this curriculum this year although 
Bancroft is. West’s teachers want 
to see if this is a good curriculum 
for West students and teachers, 
and if the sixth grade is the right 
level to teach it. 

‘*Man, A Course of Study”’ tries 
to stimulate children to think about 
the nature of man by studying 
animal groups and human groups, 
to study the development of the 
family, to learn the differences 
between innate and learned be- 
havior, to see that what is accept- 
able in one culture is unacceptable 
in another, to learn to think about 
what it is to be a human being, by 
studying salmon, herring gulls, 
baboons and Eskimos, for example. 

The other eight sixth grades are 
using the social studies curriculum 
which West has used for several 

years, but now developed into a 
multi-media curriculum, with 
tapes, film strips, various reading 
matter, instead of a single text- 
book program. Jecause of this 
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There’s nothing like 
new wheels to elevate 
the spirit. We'll lend

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we 
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updating, all the sixth grade pro- 
grams share a multi-media ap- 
proach, and a new emphasis on 
anthropology, and culture in an 
environment. 

The eight classes in the regular 
sixth grade program are broken 
up into four studying Asia, three 
studying Africa, and one group 
studying Europe. All have the 
common background of a fall unit 
which studied the Mediterranean 
Middle East, a cradle of civiliza- 
tion, from its early cultures to 
present times, and the classes will 
switch continents a little later. 
In each continent, concentration 
is favored (China and Japan in- 
stead of all Asia) over ‘‘cover- 
ing the waterfront,’’ and students’ 
projects and reports, individual 
research are encouraged. The 
African course considers the cul- 
ture of pre-colonial Africa, and 
Africa today. 

Mrs. Childs explains that the 
faculty’s aim in updating, exper- 
imenting, piloting, is to gather 
all the material possible so that 
they can put together the social 
studies program which will 
‘‘work” the best for sixth grade 
pupils. 

The social studies curriculum 
which is engaging the energies of 


West’s second graders is a home- 
grown product, and largely the 
work of one teacher, Mrs. 
Margaret Haag. 

In the fall, the second grader 
begins with a familiar reality that 
regulates his existence -- night 
and day -- and is led to wonder 
about that, which leads to a study 
of the moon. 

from the moon, the second- 
graders look back to earth -- 
and here the curriculum takes 
advantage of the magnificent photo- 
graphs of earth taken from space, 
which give children an astronaut’s 
perspective on the cloud-shrouded 
earth, on the configuration of 
earth’s continents and oceans. 

From this overview, the 
program progresses to the study 
of where on earth, on what con- 
tinents, around what bodies of 
water the first civilizations oc- 
cured, then later how men from 
One continent began to explore 
across the ocean to find other 
unknown lands. Now it’s social 
Studies, and the students learn 
about Vikings, Marco Polo, 
Columbus. Then it’s back to 
the moonview; the _ second- 
grader observes the great regions 
of earth with their major 
characteristics: how plant life 
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varies from arctic to temperate 
to tropical zone. He learns that 
rocks break down into soil. 

A study of plants we eat in- 


volves the soil that grows them, 

the irrigation that men in prim- 

itive cultures discovered as a,

means of making more plants grow 
better. The elements of nutrition 
are touched, and this part of the 
course involves the children in 
a project of preparing food at 
school. This year it’s vegetable 
soup; ice cream in a freezer 
was last year’s project. 

Second grade committees are 
formed to do research on the by- 
products of wheat, and milk, and 
yeast, and this takes them to 
ancient Egyptian culture. 

By this time, Mrs. Haag says, 
seven and eight year olds are 
ready to take a close look ata 
culture and compare it with their 
own. 

The Eskimo culture is chosen, 
and many points of comparison 
are found; the Eskimos got along 
without money, by sharing and 
trading; a family builds three 
different kinds of shelter, be- 
cause of their artic environment 
and moving about. Hunting and 
trapping are a man’s work, and he 
depends very closely on certain 
animals.. An Eskimo mother’s 
responsibilities are very different 
from an American mother’s, in 
a temperate zone and an advanced 
technology. 

Later on, the classes move onto 
a similar study of African Eush- 
men, Mrs. Haag explained, to see 
different culture patterns in a 
civilization in the tropical zone. 
Science and social studies are 
interwoven, andthe second graders 
experience their learning through 
various media. 

The fourth and fifth grade’s 
supplementary use of the SRA 
social science program was ex- 
plained by Mrs. Donna Hickman, 
who described it as a ‘‘training 
in observing and analyzing reasons 
for behavior. The nine and ten 
year olds are learning about, and 
discussing cause and effect, 
friendly and unfriendly behavior, 
how people influence one another, 
decision-making, autocracy and 
democracy, responsibility. 

By reading and discussing story 
Situations, and real _ situations 
which abound in any school, the 
fourth and fifth graders seem tobe 
learning what an inference is, when 
a value judgment is being made, 
when an objective statement. 
What’s more, says Mrs. Hickman, 
they seem to be having a delight- 
ful time doing it.

Nerling, a missionary from North 
America, singing, marveling over 
the irony of a completely German- 
speaking community in Argentina, 
and trying to revert to English (we 
ended up with a mixture we call 
*«Spanglish’’) ! 


The second night we were here 
we had a sample of the ‘‘monsoon 
season.”’ We roughed it for awhile 
until the water reached knee level 
and our tents floated away. Seek- 
ing refuge in a huge hall nearby, 
everyone joined together for a 
night of songs and dances from 
each country. These people love 
to dance! They can’t stand still! 
The closeness and unity of all 
of us has been evident since we 
arrived. That is one of the terrific 
things that gives me the pride 
of contentment I have in the Girl 
Scouting movement. Here we have, 
girls representing most of North 
and South America, united for just 
twelve days. However, the under- 
standing, caring, respect and in- 
terest we have for each other’s 
cultures and customs will continue 
to grow. Our friendships will 
reach across the miles_ in 
memories, letters and thoughts to 
unite us always. This has been a 
wonderful opportunity for me and 
I can’t wait to return to share it 
with everyone. It is a growing 
experience I wish everyone could 
have. 

I know, as one girl put it, that 
I will never think of people from 
another country as ‘‘foreigners’’ 
again! 

Many thanks to all who helped me 
prepare for this and wished me 


good luck on the trip. Hasta la 
vista!

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Editorial Comment 


The Election 


The close of nominations for the annual town election 
which occurred on Monday was somewhat heartening, 
noting that there will be contests for all positions open. 

The turnout is a bit unusual, however. 

Generally, there is considerable interest shown in the 
school board race. 

This year there are but the two incumbents being chal- 
lenged by one candidate. 

In the office of housing authority, there are two persons 
challenging the incumbent. 

Seldom is there a contest for housing authority. 

But the school committee race becomes a curious one. 

Not that we have any quarrel with the incumbents, but 
generally there is more interest shown in this race than any 
other. 

Has there become a lack of interest in schools here? 

Could it be that the incumbents pose too difficult a task 
to take on in an election? 

Or is there apathy, based on the fact that for the most 
part the schools have generally received what they want at 
town meeting and throughout the year? 

Whatever the case, it seems too bad that this contest has 
been overlooked generally. 

Competition in an election is healthy. It brings out the 

‘issues. There is debate and there comes about a clear choice 
for the electorate. 

The selectmen’s race is filled with candidates with in- 
cumbent Roger W. Collins seeking re-election along with 

five other candidates. Collins’ term expires this year along 
with that of William Stewart who is not seeking re-election. 
It is one of the largest turnouts for this contest in recent 
years. 

Interest in the housing authority is interesting. There has 
been little interest in that five year term for many years. 

But the authority has been granted greater powers with 
recent legislation, thus possibly the interest there. 

The contest for moderator would appear to be a repeat of 
last year’s power struggle between the present moderator 
and other town factions. It should be as equally interesting 
this year. 

In any case, the overall election picture, as it shapes up 
now, should provide for interesting campaigning and hope- 
fully a good turnout on election day. 


Unfortunate 


It seems unfortunate that the decision, expected for 
some: time, finally had to be made - dropping the tradi- 
tional Andover vs North Andover football game on Thanks- 
giving day. 

The traditional rivalry, built over a number of years, was 
a good one between the two schools. 

It seemed inevitable that the rivalry in football would 
have to be dropped, for North Andover’s football fortunes 
have been poor these past few years. 

But in other sports, the two schools remained com- 
paratively even over the years. 

There was a time when Andover dominated the basket- 
ball scene, but then the pendulum swung and North An- 
dover became the greater power. 

The North Andover decision to leave the Merrimack 
Valley conference dictated the change in the Thanksgiving 
Day game. They have joined the Cape Ann league, thus a 
change in scheduling was necessary. 

We are sure that Andover’s new competitor on that day, 
Central Catholic, will provide healthy opposition and a good 
contest for that traditional game which brings out the 
greatest number of fans and a renewal of school day 
memories among old grads. 

But, again, it’s too bad the intertown rivalry has to end.

Equitable

once each six months, thus to place the new rates in effect 
now, some residents and industrial users would be paying a 
new rate on water used last year. 

To attempt to pro-rate a bill would be virtually im- 


possible. 


The decision cost the town in the vicinity of $100,000 
in revenue for the water department, according to Town 


Manager. 


But, basically, putting everyone on an equal basis starting 
with the second half billing seems the fairest way to handle 


the matter. 


Off The Top 
Of The Desk 


Andover is currently thinking 
about recycling of bottles and cans. 
The Andover Ecology Action com- 
mittee has inserted an article 
in the annual town meeting warrant 
which provides a bylaw prohibiting 
sale of. non-returnable bottles, 
which no doubt, will produce some 
interesting debate and discussion. 

Last week a San Francisco 
brewery offered to its patrons 
the opportunity to become 
ecologically oriented. 

The firm has offered to receive 
glass and cans of its products 
and others for recycling’ purposes. 

There are few centers for col- 
lection of cans and bottles for 
recycling, unlike that of paper 
collection. 

The brewery has offered to re- 
ceive the cans and bottles in the 
interest of ecology, whichone must 
presume is a move toward helping 
the environment, as well as good 
public relations.

The tape is 
water soluable and when it comes 
into contact with soil moisture 
the tape disintegrates leaving the 
seed in mother nature’s hands, 

Vegetable and flower seeds in 
small tape units for use by home 
gardeners is now available in many 
home garden centers and local 
stores, 

Now is also a good time to 
order seed catalogs from various 
companies and plan your garden 
for the coming year,

Now the directions are set, Dr. 
Seifert said, and the amount turned 
back from last year will cover the 
new educational materials and 
equipment expenditures for 1971 
for these priority areas and others. 
Seifert views flexibility of equip- 
ment and materials as a key to 
economy in school budgeting. 

The biggest and most flexible 
piece of educational equipment will 
be the computer. The superinten- 
dent said he was presently ne- 
gotiating with all the top computer 
companies in the country, to find 
the best system he can get for 
the least amount of money. He 
refused to name a dollar figure, 
or even approximate, saying it 
would jeopardize his chances for 
getting the best deal in his horse- 
trading, but said it was already 
included in the school budget, and 
would be reviewed with the fin- 
Com and the town before town 
meeting. 

The computer he has in mind 
would cover all the schools’ ac- 
counting, budget work, scheduling, 
report cards and attendance, plus 
guidance information, as well as 
providing computer-assisted in- 
struction in almost all curriculum 
areas, and at various levels. 

FinCom head Dr. Albert Green- 
berg who has been working with 
the superintendent onthe computer 
deal, said he visualized students 
getting computer practise by doing 
some of the administrative compu- 
ter work, and looked for town use 
of some of the computer terminals 
at a minimum, and a complete 
town-side system as an optimum 
development. 

In the other priority areas, the 
aim is to establish similar math 
programs in all elementary

There are a number of 
basic skill development lines, 
Seifert said, in both reading and 
math, for example, where with 
proper programming, the child 
can learn with less teacher atten- 
tion, freeing the teacher to work 
with him on higher intellectual 
levels, such as problem solving, or 
on attitudes. 

Early childhood education 
spending will concentrate on equip- 
ment and materials to set up the 
principles of early-detection and 
early correction of difficulties and 
handicaps and setting up a model 
of how a kindergarten ought to 
operate. Step one is replacing all 
the desks in the Doherty kinder- 
gartens with equipment more ap- 
propriate to akindergarten’s func- 
tions and aims. 

Seifert pointed out that the total 
school budget figure, including the 
priority areas of spending the 
computer, the math, reading and 
early childhood program and 
material expenditures, would be 
less than the December budget 
estimate, on which estimates of 
the town tax rate are based. He 
said the school people, with 
FinCom assistance, have been 
chipping away, working down from 
that estimate.

Available 


Mr. Richard Young, Executive 
Director of the Central Merri- 
mack Valley Regional Planning 
District, announced today that 
copies of four Regional Planning 
reports have been placed in area 
libraries. Placing of the reports 
in local libraries supplements dis- 
tribution to Planning Boards and 
Mayors and Boards of Selectmen. 

The 29-page report entitled 
‘“*Regional Land Use’’’ illustrates 
the areas expected to be developed 
for parks, homes, stores, and in- 
dustry throughout the 15 
community District. Recom- 
mended intensities for the various 
types of development are discussed 
and a Program for Action is pro- 
posed. The Program -ecommends 
a time table of actions to be taken 
by local boards and commissions 
to carry out the plan. 

A 23-page report entitled ‘‘Open 
Space Study’? includes an inven- 
tory of major hills, :streams, 
ponds, and parks in the region 
and proposes a means of 
utilizing open space to shape urban 
areas of particular interest to 
conservation and environmental 
groups will,be the proposal for 
establishment of seven major open 
space areas. 

The ‘‘Regional Transportation’’ 
report covers highways, bus and 
train service, and airports in the 
Region. The major recom- 
mendation is a classification of 
the 1,831 miles of streets and 
highways in the Region in ac- 
cordance with the function they 
will serve in the year 1990. 

The report also recominends the 
improvement of the Lawrence and 
Newburyport Airports as_ the 
Region’s principal airports. 

The fourth report, ‘‘Water Sup- 
ply and Sewerage Pianning in the 
Central Merrimack Valley Ke- 
gion”? was prepared for the Com- 
mission by the firm of Matcalf 
and Eddy, of Boston. This 32- 
page report summarizes the 
existing and planned water and 
sewerage facilities in the region, 
The major recommendation was 
that further study be made of 
multi-community solutions for 
meeting short- and long-range 
needs. These studies are needed 
to enable the communities to re- 
ceive maximum federal aid for 
projects in the water and sewerage 
fields.
